REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants have filed 
a 1.132 Declaration comparing what is believed to be the closest prior art of Hirose et al. (US 
Pat. 4,463,1 15) to the claimed invention. Specifically, Applicants have shown that when the 
molecular weight of the polyoxyalkylene polymer is below that which is claimed, cured 
compositions result which have lower peel strengths than those which satisfy the claimed 
molecular weight. Further, Applicants have shown that when the oxyalkylene polymer has a 
hydrolyzable group content greater than the claimed range, lower peel strengths result (Table 1 
of the 1.132 Declaration). Last, Applicants have shown that when the amount of tackifier 
exceeds the claimed amount, residual paste remains, which is not the case with the inventive 
cured composition. It is believed that Applicants have shown sufficient criticality regarding both 
the molecular weight and hydrolyzable group content of the claimed oxyalkylene polymer. 
Hirose et al. is believed to represent the closest prior art regarding claimed component (A). Last, 
it is believed that Applicants specific working examples are commensurate in scope with the 
claimed subject matter since the curing catalyst and nature of the tackifier would not be expected 
to alter the scope of the invention. While Applicants employ oxypropylene polymers in all 
examples, it is believed that other oxyalkylene polymers would behave in an analogous fashion 
so long as the molecular weight and hydrolyzable group content remain within the claimed 
ranges.
